CANCER TREATMENT. 


Cholln. Found to Operate Like- nndla- 


lion In Experiments at Heidelberg 


Hospital. 


An Interesting advance 
in 
cancer 


research, which has boon made In Pro- 
fessor Czeray's Samaritan House at 
Heidelberg, was reported at a mootlni 
of tho Naturalists' Association. A aer- 
ies of experiment showed 
that 
the 


beneficent effect of the Roentgen and 
radium rays on malignant tumors Is, 
duo to tho disintegration of tho leci- 
thin present In animal bodies and tho 
liberation of eholln. Animals were ac- 
cordingly Inoculated with eholln. wliluli 
was found to operate In almost 
ex- 


actly tho same manner as radiation, 
txjionments were then mado on tho 


of the Samaritan Hospital, 
almost 
without 
exception 
grave cases of cancer no longer amen- 
able lo operation. Interjections were 
given to 6G persons, and In. every In- 
stunce Improvement -was observed. In 
the cnso of the animals largo tumors 
disappeared 
entirely without leaving 
a trace, while In that of human pa- 
tients the cancers were softened and 
shrunk by partial absorption. 


Tho success of the experiments Is 
said to have been largely, due to the 
discovery by a Berlin firm of chc-inisle 
of a very stable form of eholln. which 
Is not subject to decomposition, -with 
the accompanying production of pois- 
onous substances. It is merely claimed 
that a new "treatment" and not a 
"euro" for cancer has beon discovered. 
The great advantages of eholln ar« 
paid to be -that it can bo conveyed to 
portions of the body not acccsstbln to 
radiation nnd that It permits tho ad- 
ministration of larger doses than can 
bo generated by indirect means.
